That "we nnist creep before wo 
walk" is trtte — of infants, but as we can- 
not expect tluise co creep wb.ii have .-d- 
ready learned lo wall< we cannot hope to 
sustain an inferior communication aloiig- 
side a superior one. 
The Northern Pacific railway lios a land 
rant of forty-seven niillion acre.s. it 
starts from tlie west end of Lake Snpcii- 
or, and croaseH tlie Ked i{iver of the 
north, its iiortlicni brancli from St. I'aul 
jicn 7>") luile.s to St. Cloud, and is to be 
Continued through Crow Wing to Peui- 
biim. It is stated that tho recent acquisi- 
tion l)y Canada of the H. B. territories 
li!i.H given a sudden and iniport.iiit iiiipet is 
to the progress of tliis r.iihvay. Ills c •;- 
tremely probable therefore tlial l)cfoi'c 
coitld o|)en any kind of coiniminicatiiiii 
tliruugli liritisli territory, tlicrc will 
railway communication.^ connecting tho 
waters of Lake Superior witli tiioaoof tlie 
Ked River, and tliis will be aporlage with 
whicli wo could not com|)et« by anything 
short of a continuuus railway from La Ice 
Superior to Fort Garry. 

I'lulottbtudly tlie inoal' expeilitions and 
ecotioniicat way to open some kind of 
eomniunicat ion tlmmgli Canadian terri- 
tory would be by several pnrtagea, but 
American competition clearly demon- 
strates that there should bu but one poi I- 
agi! and that by rail. It would be desii .i- 
ble that this railway should as far as ju s- 
sible be l)roiii.^lit into eoiiniiniiieation with 
any iiniiorlaiiL navigable waters along its 
route, but its itsefidneas not oldy us a 
piuiage road in eoinpetition witii Mini.u- 
Hota routes but as part of a continuous 
railway from the cuj)itiil-of the dominiim 
111 t!ie ombyro iirovmces of the fertile b. It 
and to tho Pacilic, should not be impaired 
by .itiy serious departure from the rail- 
way route for such ;i luirpose. 

I'lit after all, with a portage railwiiy 
eniiiiccting Lake .Superior witli our west- 
ern iirovince, anil locxted so a.s to foiin 
part of the Caiiddiaii I'acilic railway, it 
will only be a summer road, and oven us 
siicli tliere is no evidence that it would 
take the Iriiliic. Emigrants with bulky 
Iwiggago, tourists, "gentlemen of leisure," 
and ardeni htyalists may go that way onee, 
or ill very hot weather, but our bttaiiu'ss 
men and mails will lake the all rail route 
rill Uetroil, Chicago, or .Sarnia, Milwau- 
kee, ."^t. I'aui and IVnibina. Kveti the iin- 
migr.ints may be taken away, aa is lu.w 
done by tiio railways and the throu;.;!) 
ticket system. An iiuinigraut who K ft 
Point Levis by rail for Pembina and As- 
sin.-ibiiia might liave a small cro]! in the 
griinnd before aiiollier leaving the Siiiiie 
]jlace, at the same time by water and the 
[jorlage, « oiild join hini. .Sinniner routi's 
no longer meet the wants of immigrants. 
They must be laid down on the prairies as 
soon as tlie frost Is out uf the ground, 
and before the ice is out of our harix >i's 
and canals— in otlier words, the locomo- 
tive must do what the inland steamers 
cannot do. 

Kailwuys hare reversed the order of 
proeeedings. Water coininiinications hitli- 
orto have prepared tho country for the 
railway, now the railway's inusion is to 
erejito a coimnerco for t he water. 

'I'lif sami' reaaons which exist for nieig- 
iir.; till' several [mrtiiges between Luke 
.Superior and \Viiiiii|ieg into one railway 
appl}- with greater force towards merging 
till- mixed rail and wate: route, from the 
.Montreal imd Toronto to Ued River into 
oiu- continuous railway from the Ottawa 
v.illey to that of tho Saskatchewan. 

The general considerations are so ini- 
piirlaiil that il is scarcely necessary to 
dwell on Llic defects un any portage .sys- 
leni, siieli a.s that [losHossed west of Lake 
Superior. 

A water route must bo tirst opened at 
public expense and then stocked either 

by the same nietms or by tho subsidy sys- 
tem. The Iniriiiiig or the sinking of a 
al earner or two would be ,a lireak down of 
the route, the goods thus arrested in 
transit Wdtihl have no local valui\ A con- 
linuoiis water cuiiimiinicatioii could lie 
supi)lied by boats frtiin the lakes; but 
these isolated stretches of water must de- 
lieiid on their own shipping and before 
all the rocks and shoals are di.seovered 
many an inlerriiiition to Ihe trallic must 
lake ])laee. The celerity and safety of 
the railway routes coniiiared with the 
boisi eidiis \ (lyage through Lakes ihircii 
and .Superior would soon be e.Htabliahed, 
and the grass would grow over portages as 
deserted as that of the once important 
"Carrying i'laco" on the liay of Quinte. 

I believe that it is established that the 
roiite of tho water [lortages is luit one 
whieli would be proper for a I'acilic rail- 
way, but it is probable that Ihe latter 
would coniieet with tho more important of 
the inland waters between Superior and 
W'iiinipog, and extract all their value as 
feedera. 

A railway from Montreal to the Pacific 

might not exceed above 2,500 miles, mid 
Korl ( larry is about midway on the route. 
The A meriean I'acilic railway, just op(-n- 
ed, gives a length of over ;i,o(HJ miles be- 
tween New \\n\i mill San Franeiaeo, of 
whieli more than 1,100 miles west from 
Uniahu lias been described as a "desert." 
It has twenty-two miles of snow sheds and 
will require at least forty mr the Sierras 
where the snow falls thirty feet ileeii. l''or 
.'IDO miles eaal of Salt Lake valley the line 
averages luNirly 7,000 feet above the sea. 
At this great elevalioii snow abounds. 
During last winter no trains went through 
for two or three weeks, though tho tracks 
were then ready. ' T', ''' 

In \N'yoiiiing, for 150 miles, the lino 
Iraveises the dreary Bitter Creek region. 
Here the all;aline water is not, only unlit 
lo drink, but (iaiinot even be useil in the 
engines, aa it deposits ii sediment choking 
ami clogging up tho boilers. Until sumo 
method of neutralizing -its noxious quali- 
ties can be discovered a water trahl sup- 
plies tanks along this entire distance. 
Can we have aiiytliiiig worse than this on 
a Canadian route /

Mme- 
over, aa there is less danger in run- 
ning a rapid or sliding ou thin ico, if u e 
have on good steerngeway or headway, so 
we are less likely to come to grief, nation- 
ally, while ill motion, than if .standing 
still. Lastly it is clearly our interest ami 
duty to make llu-iiinsl of our eounl i y ami 
position, wliile we have lime and opji..!- 
tiniity, as the best preparation fur what- 
ever destiny may await for us. Am! as 
no probable coudttion of future politii il 
existence Avill give us greater teiTitoiial 
control than mo now hold, wo shnuhl ri-ie 
to the diL'liit y ol 'he pwsilinii and lliiii;

Na.siivii,i,k, Tonn., Oct. 9. — The lead- 
ing Methodist church of this city was tho 
scene of quite a sensation to-divy. Tho 
pastor. Rev. W. A. Candior, delivered a 
veiy severe and bitter sermon on the 
Hulijeei of the theater.

preceding year which may have' died 
shall be replaced; 

(c) . During the third year he shall clear 
three acres additional, planting the same 
as in tho first and second years, and ro- 
plaeing any trees, shrubs, plants or vines 
planted during the lirst .-lud secou^' years 
which may have died; 

(d) . At the end of the third year he 
shall have ten acres cleared and planted 
with fruit trees, bushes or vines; 

(e) . Provided that tho clearing and 
planting herein provided for may be made 
upon any [lortioii of the land enteri'd for: 

(/"). The fruit trees, bushes or vines to 
be [ilauted by the apjilication as herein 
provided, shall be in the [iropurtion set 
forth ill the following table, according to 
the variety i r varieties [)laiited:

Ketnrn of the Colors of the Itoyal (^aiiudiaii 
Itealment. 

The did colors of the lOOlh or Koyal 
Canadian regiiiieni, which left India al 
the instance of Luril DnH'mMn lasi May. 
have been received al Ottawa. Twnl.it- 
lereil pieces of discolored sill, cliisleriiig 
in .scanty folds round two long poles, ari 
all that is left of the. beautiful colors 
which were presented by tho Prince of 
Wales nearly thirty years ago to l,;il)0 
Canadians on parade at Shnrnclilfe, I'liig- 
Imid. The llags oligin.ally eoiisisled of 
silken I 'ludii .lacks, four feet .square, willi 
the name of tin- regiment eh^giuitly 
stitched in letters of gold. 'I'liey are now 
barely larger than a liandkeichief, and 
show every appearance of the ell'ecls of 
gunpowder and time. Tin' [loles on 
which they are suspended, are battered 
and worn, thi^ paint being nearly worn oil', 
.'•iuriiidiint iiig eaeli nf Ihciii is a golden 
crown, topped by figures of miniature 
lions also bent and twisted. The colors 
poss'.'ss scarce half a ^ ard of silk ajiieee. 
They have faded greatly, and their iden- 
tity can scarcol) be made out. Only liuro 
and there on the tatterud folds can be 
traced with diflietilty the faded outlines of 
tlii^ ligures they once bore. The disposid 
of the relics liaij not been settled, but il in 
suggosted that either in the veslilinh; of 
th« parliament building, above the sjie ik 
ers chair in the commons chaniber, in the 
commons reading room or in tlio [iiu'lia- 
iiiontary library, ui appropriate rusting 
place could bo found.

If an cxaiiiiiiatinii of the itcnii.s 
of export is made, it will be found tli:il 
;glO,000,000 of this decrease in 188(1 was 
in llo'jr, wheat and other bi eadst nils; 
82,000,000 more ..f l.lie deciease was in 
butter; .sr)00,000 more in bacipii. Hip 
that in these three: ileiiis of bread, biiliei' 
and bacon, of which we now consume 
large quantities at home, and which has 
also fallen in price, tro can account for 
$12,500,000 of the total decrease in ox- 
ports. . That the people of Canada could 
afford to consume more biead, bullei and 
bacon in 1880 than I hey eipiild in J8.Sl; is 
no reason why ^ril ediloi's shunld iVel 
themselves into early L,'raves. 



ANOTHER VIGILANCE COMMITTEE 
WANTED. 

San Fi-aneisco is in the throes of agreat, 
hut im yet suppressed, popuhir excite- 
ment. The grand jury have nmde sonio 
Htiirtling discoveries which affect the lioii- 
or of more than one superior court judge 
and .several local politicid lights, Dncu- 
monts have been brought to light which 
prove beyond a doubt that justice is sys- 
tematically bought and sold in that great 
city. Whoever pos.sesscd the wherewithal 
111 ell'ect a trade could secure a verdict in 
any of the c;mn lH. When the riiri( lO /'.s of 
an iiicorruiitihle judge stood in the way 
of the schemers then the jury was cor- 
ru[)ted. When neither juiy.;,npr -. judge 
was approaehable.straw bail wati furiiished 
and the freed criminal lust no tunc in 
imtting himself beyond the reach of tiic 
arm of the law. When his case was 
called oil the bondsmen were ascertained 
111 be lietitiouB or irrespoii.sible, and jus- 
lice was again cheated. The head centre 
of all this villainy is one Boas Huckluy, a 
fwrei,!,'iier. Foriiu^rly he wiia a giiuibler 
and went suddenly blind. Then he en- 
tered iiolities and joined the deniocrals. 
lie is a crafty, cunning, able man, and in 
s[iitu of the' terrible disadvantage under 
which he labors, has actually controlled 
•Sau Francisco through his tools for the 
past ten years. It is ii notorious fact tliat 
ho "runs" :he courts and govenniient 
there. Whoever wanted a friend logo 
free mu.st lirst "sijuare" matters witli the 
"bliss," who in turn corrupted tlw judge 
' pr the jury, or procured ljoL;n.s bail, ami 
the thing was done. When a 
scoundrel became trouble.siinie or 
no longer useful and Buckley desired 
to get him out of the way he was accused 
and convicted of some crime or other and 
consigned to the state prison for a long 
term. In this last phase how like the 
doings of the Council of Ton in the time 
of the Doges of ^'enice is the conduct of 
the .San Kraiicisco liip.s.s. In ^'elnce you 
had but 111 slip a little paper with a vic- 
tim's name and his sujiposed oU'enco iu- 
•serihed thereon into the carved lions' 
iniiuth and forthwith he was appreliended 
and hurried oil' to a •'dungeon cell, ''where 
he was tortured with the retiiieiiieiit (if 
cruelty to wring fnun hiui a eonfe.s.sioii, 
and whora he was at last put to death. 
Buckley did not torture the flesh, or kill 
outright; but he certainly tortured the 
mind and consigned those ho had marked 
for ilestriicl ion to a living death. One of 
the boss' most complaisant jiidieiiil friend.'j 
is .liidge 'roohy, also a foreigner. When 
lirst elevated to the bench by the popular 
viileeonti olled and directed hy 15uekh,'y he 
Was 'I lirietless lawyer and a.s poor as the 
|ir<iverbi,il church mouse. Xow he is rich, 
dresses in \iurple and Hue linen ;md in- 
habits a grand ie3i<lence in the most 
fashionable part of the city. For a long 
time jieople have boon asking, Whence 
all this stylo ? Whore did Toohoy get 
the money to cut such a dash with? "A 
relative, in Ireland died and left mo £10,- 
0(10," explained. But it is now known 
that the deceased relative waa a myth — at 
U,>ast the t'lO.OOO was the weak eniation 
of a ciprru|it mind. In the safe of a Chi- 
iiamiin convicted of felony in another 
court was latcdy found an account of the 
disbursement of the .sum of glO.OOO 
I'aised by suliseri|it ion among Chinese 
eiti/eiis with I he object of de- 
feating justice. Among the items 
is one uf $600 [mid Judge Touliy, 
and another of $2,000 paid the "blind, 
white devil," as Buckley is known 
among the Chinese.

CANADIAN RAILWAYS. 

The report of the r.ailways of the Diun- 
inioii of Canada ,f(i" 188(i made by the 
chief engineer and general manager of the 
Camidiaii governmcit railw.iys, Mr. Col- 
lingwood iSchreiber, shows tliat llie lot.-d 
railway mileage in ip|ierali(in in Canaila .at 
the end of hist year was 10,007 miles, an 
increase of 548 miles during the yoar. 
The report states that the total miles of 
railways on which track hud boon laid, 
although a part was not in operation at 
the end of the year, was 11,523 miles. In 
1837 the railway system of Canada wiis re- 
presented by 10 MuIes, and this was not 
increased for ten years until 1817 it had 
grown p:o 59 miles and ten years later, 
1807, had readied 1, I'J8 miles. The rajiid 
growth of railways in the iJoiiiinion, Imw- 
ever, was really inaugurated in liSTfi, 
when the mileage was incri'ased from 
2,042 milCiS to 4,82(i miles, and in Wic 
eleven years which have intervened ii has 
been increased nottrly two and a.ltulf 
times. The capital stock of the Caniidian 
railways averages $20,015 per mile, wliich 
is only about $300 por mile less than tlie 
average of the railways in the United 
States. The funded debt ptu' mile of the 
Canadian railivay.s, Ismvi'ver, is ,i liuJe 
over oiio-lia.lf that of I', H, !;iil»,i\,s, ,iv (U'- 
aging .Slo,852 agaiusl i!<2il.0(iL' in I lie 
United States.

A "SKA TELEPUOXE," 

A "young eieetrician" nssiding al Fens- 
bank, near Cincinnati, Ohio, bus invented 
what is called a "sea telephoij^J," which, 
it ajipears, consists of a sort of trumpet 
with which conversation in an ordinary 
tone .of ,yoice;Can be carried on by ])ersi)ns 
iseparftted by'four or five miles. People 
sitting at their windows or on their 
liorehes a mile away conversing in an or- 
dinary tone could be distinctly heard, and 
in a couple of instances they were tolil 
the nature of their eonveraation and ad- 
mitted that such had taken place. Hy lis- 
tening to the whistle of a train, and trac- 
ing it to and beyond Fernbttuk to, Law- 
lenceberg, Iml., it was .found that' tlie 
instrument has a well-defined range of 
twenty-six- miles — that is, a loud sound 
like a locomotive whistle or the riun'oling 
of a train cim be distinctly heard at a <lis- 
tanee of thirteen miles in every diri'ctinn. 
Ciiiiveraatioii was readily carried ou be- 
tween two gentlemen on high hills on 
oliposile sides of the Ohio river, alioul 
four and a half miles apart. Tests made 
on the water showed tli.-it Ihe trinnpel 
was even more available than on land. 
The iiistruraent will be patented as soon 
perfected. A name lias nob yob been 
chosen for it. Mr. Harvey B. Cox, the 
inventor, has a great many other curious 
and valuable devices, both electrical and 
mechanical, but none as curious as his 
aea telephone. 

HOW MUSIC BOXES ARB MADE. 



The principle of iiianiifacl ore is simple. 
'Pile diU'ereiil ]iaits coniprise a brass roller 
stuiUIed with line points of the hardest 
steel, a .steel comb, tho teeth of which 
give the sounds, a spring to give the re- 
volving motion to the cylinder and .i My- 
wheol orfan to regulate the revolving mo- 
tion. The music has lirst to he arr.niged 
liy a thorongli artist. 'I'lu^ cylinder which 
Comes from the inacliiiie-ahop is then 
plaeetl in the hands of a woman, who, 
with the aid of the music and a very in- 
genious machine, murks the places on the 
cylinder where tlie points are to be insert- 
ed. Another ])orson drills all the little 
IkjIcs and another inserts the points. The 
cviiilidtu- is then filled with molten cement 
and then placed on a lathe and n^volvi'd 
(piickly. The cement adheres to tln^ in- 
side surface and thus holds the points. 
A lode is left in the centre of the cylinder 
for the axis. The points are tlien filetl 
down so as to be of equal length. The | Vli'TOl'J.x To 
comb is tuned hy a tuner, who lirst tiles; ' ' 'f'V * Vi* 
the teeth, without excessive care, to .^'ivc ' ■ ■' " 

them the proiier llexihility, .iiid iIkii liles 
them near the base to lower the Imies 
and near the point to sharpen the tones. 
The o|ieration of fastening the cylinder 
and comb to the bed-plate rei|uires much 
accuracy, so that the |iiiinls of ihe cylin- 
der and the comb will exaully uieet. A 
woman following the music then bentls 
the points oil the cylinder slightly ior- 
ward in order to secure more alri'nglh, 
hut more especially lo make the chords 
droj) simultaneously and causes I hi' runs 
or roulades to jday evenly. Size in nnisic 
boxes increases both their volmiies and 
their richness in tone. A cylinder ten in- 
ches long can be made to play six. eight, 
ten or twelve airs well, but it will play 
six or eight airs better and with more 
sweetness and harmony of sound than it 
can be made to play a greater niniiber. 
The reason of this is that more points on 
they cylinder and more leelh in the comb 
can be used for each air if there are fewer 
airs. The 8i«ce between the teeth do- 
creases with the number of airs. If the 
cylinder is increased in diameter the .liis 
may be lUdlonged. .\ music bo.i^ is like a 
watch. It will last a lifetime if it is good 
to begin with, and is treated well and w ith 
cure. Mo.st owners of music boxes object 
to uaing tboiii except for company. The 
fact is, a music box should bo used every 
day, just as a watcli should be wour.d up

])oint to a diHerent conclusion, the former 
li'liiiiir us tliat tlio nnibrelhi is asMociated 
with yliiide rather than moisture, and the 
hiiier timt it is a relic of solar wor.-iliip. 
Tiie word ''umbrella" is a reduplicated 
form of the Latin word amhni,.'^iyniiyiii;,' 
'•shade," and means really a little blmde, 
in the same way that caliga (leggingsi is 
father to the word "oaligula" (little leg- 
gings).

'•No,'-' answered the head waiter douht- 
fullv, "I don't think it is.- It -would he 
lc.s.s'tliau that, thoiigli there are men who 
ulwavs make a point of •• o.ving{' half a 
dol laV. The great muiority of men make 
the fee ten ceiitH, and where three or 
four come togotlier they chip in live 
cents apiece lor tlio waiter. l''ow < ns- 
toiiu rs neglect the tip entirely, but some 
of them let it go for a few ilays and then 
give a I'i'c of liftv cents. Tluy are the 
men who leallv get the best servi('c, for 
althoiigii at tlio end of the week tlicy 
wiil ba-,c paid less than ten c(^nts on 
the averaije for their dinner fees, the 
waiter who gets the silver may liavo 
Served tlie (aistomer but once iluring 
that time.

THE BURNT LANDS. 

A Suggestion by Which They Hay Be Re- 
claimed—A Simple and Good Flan. 

(^peolal Oorrospondonco of TnK Coi omsi. ) 
■\Vhat is tho country to do to pi event 
tho terrible losses -vvhieb ari^ anniiidly sus- 
tained, not only in British C'oluinliia, lint 
in the whole dominion, by tlu? devaslat iie.; 
bush tires which ycail,y eousiiine llious- 
iiiids of millions of feet of line timber,'' 
This problem of stopping such wholesale 
waste has never been considered by fire 
oxterniinators, although the lield for iii- 
ventiiui is vast indeed. Yet, 1, for one, 
lhoui,di witli regret 1 say it, am afraid 
that a pla to stop this ye;irly lo.ss, will 
not be fo ud out or adopted for a hmi; 
time to coiue. Still I think that 1 hear 
siuiie interciiled reader say: Can iiothiiig 
he done to reclaim these i^rcit lo.sses. The 
only w.'iy lo do is to oiler a plan to the 
peoi/lo whereby something can be done to 
save the enormous :jva8te which is now go- 
ing on. 

One way to reclaim this burnt land is 
to scatter hayseed and white clover broad j 
ca.st over it, on both iiiaiiilaiid and island. 
It need not be spread so thickly or so 
carefully as if it were a cultivated field | 
for seeding, but there should be care t.dc- 
en that it is not thmu'ii on bare meks or j 
boggy places. The best lime to do this 
work would be wdieu the ground is cov- 
ercil by a light fall of snow, as then these 
places would show, and besides there 
would be no' danger of going over the 
.same ground twice. 

Some may ask -where is the redeiuning 
feature to be found ill thus seeding our 
burnt lands. 1 have no hesitation in say- 
ing that in two j'cars after the seed was 
.sown, that each ten acres would jiastiiri' 
throe head of full grown cattle. .Some of 
the grass would not be eaten. This would 
in turn seed down other parts, and in a 
short time the clover would smother out 
tho growth of weeds, etc. I do not think 
1 am e.xtravagant when 1 .say that there 
are fifty thousand iicres, in N'aii- 
eouver Island alone, which have 
been run over by that devouring element, 
tire. .Some of this vast tract is owned by 
settlers, some by the Island railway syn- 
dicate , 'ind part by the governineiit. The 
Island railway is a heavy loser by these 
tires, which have tot'illy deslroyed 
tlion.saiids of acres of their best l imbi'r 
lands. It is of no use whatever for agri- 
cultural purposes, but would be well- 
adapted for grazing if treated lu I have 
advised in the matter of seeding down. 

I have tiiiother suggestion to make, as 
well, and it is this: If my pl.iii was 
adopted, in two years we could i';use our 
owii beef, and be iiidepeiuleiit of ( M-egon 
and the iiiaiiilalid. This would gi\ e the 
farming settlors eiicouiageuient to make a 
latter quantity of hay than they do now, 
aa they would got a ready market for what 
t hey h.'id to spare. 

Now, I hope that fanners and others 
interested will at once move in the mat- 
Lei- and take iiieasnres to a-jit.-ilt' I his 
burnt lauds ipiestioii. If a nunierously ! 
signed petition were gotten u|) ami l.dd [ 
before tho Provincial parliament, so that | 
it could be considered on the merits ofj 
the writer's scheme, means niighl he pm- 1 
vided whereby much of the land 
now lying waste could be utilized Tin- 
several .-igricult ural societies .-.hoiild ] 
at once bestir themselves and eiidea\-oi- to 
bring the thing about. Sonic of the pub- 
lic iiioney exiieiided in this way wmild 
liriiig a large return, and then we would 
be able to (lay oil' that niillioii-doUar hi.ni. 
I believe that gl,000 used in seeding tlu'se 
liiirnt lands would yielda large pori'enia',;e 
of [iiolit in a very few years. 

I ilo not wish to lai;e thccredil of this 
scheme, as I have seen il tried before. 
Mr. Rob.soii, near (he head of ('omo\ 
bay, has some ground tbatlooksas sinoolh 
and clear as possible, and it hiis h.id im 
otlfer treatment thaii the -way 1 h.ive de 
scribed. In Alberiii's aettloiiieiit , also, 
allot her gelilleiiiali h.-is disei ivered t his [dan 
of keeping his burnt woods i-h-ar. I relcr 
lo Ml-. Kenneth McKenzie, who has ileiii- 
iiiisl rated il lo be a great succoas. 

Now , 1 respectfully ask tho editors of 
the several iiowspapors in tho province to 
give this a space if they think it of sutli 
cient importanco to discuss tho nial ter, anc 
to keep the idea before the public. 1 
claim t-iiere is luoiK^y for the country ii| 
the idea. In conclusion let me sa^', ht 
the thing be done at once, and in thite 
years no one will regret the expendii mv.
